1\.TY grandfather had never seen

de before became desolate, the 
dust bowl" of the nation. 
There was a general (migration 


rom southeastern Colorado. Ten- 
nt farmers were the first to go, 
abandoning the landlord's acres 
o 
the 
ravages 
OH wind 
and 


:rou£ht. But what were .We to do? 
his was our land, even though 
he mortgage on it might now be 
vorth more than the land. It was 
ur property and Ihe only prop- 
erly we had. It was our home. We 
would slay to Ihe last. Old Jan 
made lhat clear. Furthermore, he 
lad an uncommon feeling of re- 
sponsibility in the matter. 


"We*l keep trying," he would 


say. "Next year, the drought may 


ended. It can't last forever. 


Then this old farm will come back. 
[ just can't walk out. 'What did 
Jan Mesrik accomplish on this 
sarth?" someone might ask. 'Oh, 
tie ruined some of God's best acres. 
Then he quit.' No, that won't be 
it." 


So we stayed on while others 


fled. Nor was the heart-tearing 
fulilily of our farming the worsl 
of it. It became increasingly, ap- 
parent that the frequent "black 
blizzards" were weighing heavily 
on my mother's spirits. Novel 
herself after her separation from 
my father, she became increasing- 
ly morose. 
She was 
suffering 


physically as well. She developec 
a persistent cough from the clust- 
'laden air. 


One morning she was too ill to 


get up. 


We called a doclor out frorr 


town. My mother had pneumonia 
The doctor called it "dust storm" 
pneumonia, said there was a lo 
of it in southeastern Colorado. 


We did everything wcn^ould fo 


her, but when the doctor cam 
out the second time he said tha 
her condition was very serious 
He held out little hope for her. 


My grandfather berated himself 
"Anna, Anna, look what I hav 


one to you," he would saySwheiJu 
ut of her hearing.'-The :hlght sh»;

led he cried bitterly apd long.

I/TV mother was burled in tha 


town cemetery. Her friends 


f the years in which she lived i» 
own were most sympathetic and 
elpful, although Ihey shied away 
rom my grandfalher. After the 
urial grandfather and I returned 
o the farm, now more lonely and 
Desolate than ever. 


Another spring, and we tried 


o farm it again. This 'time we 
vere forced to borrow from the 
;ovcrnment for our seed. 


The planting of the seed th«t 


dry spring seemed hopeless, and. 
proved to be futile. But it was 
erlain lhat there could be no crop 
f nothing were planted, and there 
vas always the possibility that 
•ain would .come, When it didn't, 
ve were forced to go again to the 
;overnment for loans with which 
o purchase feed lor the live- 
stock. 


The problem of the mortgage 


on the farm no longer was the 
pressing consideration. We were 
concerned wholly with fundamen- 
,als, keeping the soil, seeking to 
make.it produce, feeding our stock, 
and gelling enough ,food lor our- 
selves. 


Nor were we particularly suc- 


cessful even in the latter endeav- 
or. I can recall many a night 


Ifran wo went to bed hungry.-This 


At the Rialto Sunday 


was partially my grandfather's 
fault because he was loathe to ac- 
cept charity, although relief to 
drought-stricken farmers was be- 
ing doled out to an amazingly 
high proportion of the rural pop- 
ulation. 


"It is bad business, this relief," 


Old Jan would say. "I have al- 
ways been independent. 
Maybe 


we can hold out a little longer. 
Things can't get worse. They're 
bound to get better." 


I believe that it was not onlf 


Old Jan's pride, but an actual fear 
of relief, that made his jaw set 
against help. 
"Jt will make drones of many 


people, Little Jan. We will not 
be drones."

Paul in his persecuting zeal was 
as untrue to the highest teaching 
of Judaism as to the ways anc 
teachings of Christianity. The Ok 
Testament that he knew and lovec 
ought to have taught him a bettei 
way.

tha.'t beller way was enshrined ir 
the religion of his childhood and 
youth,

"We*l keep trying," he would 


say. "Next year, the drought may 


ended. It can't last forever. 


Then this old farm will come back. 

'What did 
Jan Mesrik accomplish on this 
sarth?" someone might ask. 'Oh, 
tie ruined some of God's best acres. 
Then he quit.' No, that won't be 
it." 


So we stayed on while others 


fled. Nor was the heart-tearing 
fulilily of our farming the worsl 
of it. It became increasingly, ap- 
parent that the frequent "black 
blizzards" were weighing heavily 
on my mother's spirits. Novel 
herself after her separation from 
my father, she became increasing- 
ly morose.

I/TV mother was burled in tha 


town cemetery. Her friends 


f the years in which she lived i» 
own were most sympathetic and 
elpful, although Ihey shied away 
rom my grandfalher.

o the farm, now more lonely and 
Desolate than ever. 


Another spring, and we tried 


o farm it again. This 'time we 
vere forced to borrow from the 
;ovcrnment for our seed. 


The planting of the seed th«t 


dry spring seemed hopeless, and. 
proved to be futile. But it was 
erlain lhat there could be no crop 
f nothing were planted, and there 
vas always the possibility that 
•ain would .come, When it didn't, 
ve were forced to go again to the 
;overnment for loans with which 
o purchase feed lor the live- 
stock. 


The problem of the mortgage 


on the farm no longer was the 
pressing consideration. We were 
concerned wholly with fundamen- 
,als, keeping the soil, seeking to 
make.it produce, feeding our stock, 
and gelling enough ,food lor our- 
selves. 


Nor were we particularly suc- 


cessful even in the latter endeav- 
or. I can recall many a night

was partially my grandfather's 
fault because he was loathe to ac- 
cept charity, although relief to 
drought-stricken farmers was be- 
ing doled out to an amazingly 
high proportion of the rural pop- 
ulation. 


"It is bad business, this relief," 


Old Jan would say. "I have al- 
ways been independent. 
Maybe 


we can hold out a little longer. 
Things can't get worse. They're 
bound to get better." 


I believe that it was not onlf 


Old Jan's pride, but an actual fear 
of relief, that made his jaw set 
against help.

That focal point, as already 
ex- 


plained in this c'jlumn, is the fifty- 
mile wide Galati Gap which lies be- 
tween the .towering Carpathians 
and the marshy estuary 
of

Danube on the Black Sea in Ro- 
mania. 


The basic strategy 
which 
the 


German command 
is trying 
to 


work out is fascinating. It's divided 
into two parts, like this: 


First, the Nazis must keep the 


Galati Gap open long enough 
so 


that those 
defeated 
and weary 


troops which escape from the Odes- 
sa trap by land, 
and 
from 
the 


Crimea by sea (if any), can pass 
through to safety for rest and re- 
organization. Secondly, having thus 
provided haven for these remnants 
of a once mighty fighting machine, 
Hitler must be prepared to fling a 
big army of fresh reserves into the 
gap to hold it closed against the 
pursuing "Russians. 


That will be one of the decisive 


engagements of the war. The Nazi 
Fuehrer may be expected to give 
tt everything he cdn. How much 
that will be is an unknown quan- 
tity to the outside world. But it 
won't be long now before we learn 
the 
truth 
about 
his 
reserve 


strength. 


Of course that's not the 
whole 


istory of the preliminaries to the bat- 
tle of the gap. The Nazis are fight- 
ing holding actions to delay 
the 


Red advance on Galati. Tactics 
may change rapidly as the Rus- 
sian pressure increases, but at the 
moment the Germans are trying to 
hold a line.running from the Car- 
pathians in the lasi sector west- 
ward to the Tiraspol area on the 
Dnestr river (you need your maps 
here). This line, which is some 125 
miles north of the Galati gap, is 
delaying the Russian approach 
to 


the gap from the north and is fa- 
cilitating the withdrawal of the 
Nazi troops which are retreating 
from the southern Ukraine into Ro 
mania. 


While air this is going on, there 


seems to be a temporary lull on 
the southern Polish front just north 
of ther-Balkah show. This likely has 
been due to a^-Russian need for a 
bit of ffrhe^ftr consolidate gains anc 
get set for a fresh onslaught. Also 
the spring mud may be making the 
going extremely difficult in that re

At the request of Coroner R. V. Herndon, Jr., and Chief of Police 


John C. Turner of the Hope Police Department, Lt. Colonel J. C 
Brier took charge of investigating the explosive accident on North 
Ferguson street, leading to the death of two boys and the injuring 
of one. 
The following facts have been established: 
1. The explosion occurred when one of the boys threw or dropped 


a 37rnm high explosive shell. 


2 Through the diligence of Mr. Omar Williams, guard at the 


Southwestern Proving Ground whose home is near the scene of 
the accident, it was possible to definitely identify the type of shell 
Involved in the accident. Mr. Williams went to the scene of the 
accident and succeeded in recovering a large number of the shell 
fragments 
From these fragments it was possible to definitely 


establish the fact that a 37mm high explosive shell was the type 
involved. 


3 The shell had previously been fired from a gun as shown toy 


riflin" marks on recovered fragments of the rotating band. 


4 
The fatal shell was taken from the home of Mr. Pedron by 


one of the three boys involved in the accident probably Norman 
Pedron himself. The Pedrcn family had just moved into the home 
and the following facts establish that the shell was found in that 
home. 


a 
The apartment into which the Pedron family was moving 


Saturday morning is one that was sub-rented to thorn by Mr. Fred 
Mouser, an employee in the Artillery Repair Department of the 
Southwestern Proving Ground. Mr. Mouser stated to Colonel Brier 
thai early Saturday morning he h^d gone into the apartment to 
clean out from a closet a number of empty fruit jars which had 
been left there by a previous tenant. In the closet Mr. Mouser found 
a shell Upon questioning Mr. Mouser and showing him a shell of the 
tvpe the proving ground had deduced was involved in the accident 
he was able to state positively that the shell, seen by him m the 
clo=cl was of the same type. Mr. Mouser, after discovering the shell, 
placed it on a shelf with the intent of returning and picking it up 
after he was through cleaning the apartment and before leaving his 
home for work. In his haste in gelling to work on time the matter 
slipped Mr. Mouser's mind.

Mr Mouser's story is confirmed by the voluntary information 


fiven to Colonel Brier by Mr. Pedron. Mr. Pedron stales that when 
he mcvcd into the house with the first truck load of material, his 
boy noticed something on a high shelf and asked his father what it 
was Mr Pedron picked up the object and told his son that it was a 
shell and a very dangerous thing to handle. Mr. Pedron then placed 
it on a still higher shelf, cautioning his boy not to touch it.

Unfortunately, the moving truck ran over the water meter 


in the yard breaking it and in the excitement of .going to the city to 
•«et aid to fix the water line Mr. Pedron, for a moment, forgot the 
shell. During the period that Mr. Pedron was gone to the water 
department the fatal accident occurred.

The question naturally arises as to how the shell got into the 


empty apartmenl in the first place. Who left it there is still unde- 
termined. Mr. Mouser stated that the apartmenl had been empty 
and locked since being vacated by his previous tennant early in 
January of this year. 
Inasmuch as it was possible to establish- the fact that the shell 


had been fired from a gun it is felt that the probable source of the 
shell was .the Southwestern Proving Ground. If this assumption is 
correct, thS shell must have been taken by someone unknown from 
the range area of the proving ground whore such shells are fired. 
The probable point, at which it was found was on the Southwestern 
Proving Ground range possibly a mile down the range, That it was 
picked up by an employee of the Southwestern Proving Ground is 
very unlikely as all employees of the proving ground who have 
occasion, at any time, to be in the area where such shells are fired 
know the hazard of picking up a shell that has not functioned as was 
the case of this shell. No employees or officers, including the Com- 
manding Officer, have authority to pick up a dud without the specific 
approval of higher authorities in Washington. That anyone knowing 
the hazards of such material would have picked it up and taken 
it home as a souvenir is unthinkable. 


In the course of the investigation, Colonel Brier learned that 


boys in this vicinity have been known ot crawl under the fences 
seekiri.s shells for souvenirs. It is, of course, impossible to so thor- 
oughly patrol the fences of so large an area as to preclude this 
possibility. The entire area around the proving ground is posted to 
the effect that it is government property and that trespassing is 
strictly prohibited. 
. 
It must be emphasized to the members of this community that 


the work at Southwestern Proving Ground is to test ammunition in 
order to determine whether or not it is acceptable for issue to troops. 
The proving ground tests a great variety of ammunition, all of which 
has been designed to kill and kill effectively. Certain areas back of 
the firing line which it is not practicable to attempl to keep policed 
and picked up will contain a large number of duds. These rounds are 
fired into the area and studied from many' points of view. Many 
special investigations are conducted and it can be forcefully stated 
that the larse area of the Southwestern Proving Ground is a dan- 
gerous spot even when the guns are not firing. It cannot be empha- 
sized too strongly that persons, teachers, civic authorities and prov- 
ing ground authorities must do everything in their power to convey 
the picture to the general public that the certain areas north of the 
firing line are, and will continue to be, extremely hazardous. Entry 
lo these areas by proving ground employees is controlled by a master 
safely tower through range telephones located in the area. 


The unusual and mysterious nature of ammunition seems to 


arouse the curiousity of all people located in the vicinity of ammuni- 
tion manufacturing and testing facilities. While the government 
strictly .prohibites the removal of such ammunition from its properly 
it is manifestly impossible to completely control this situalion with- 
oul the wholehearted cooperation of all concerned, and it is a shame 
that only such tragic accidents as the one occurring Saturday can 
bring these points home to Ihe lay public. It is hoped, however, that 
this tragedy will assist the local authorities and proving ground offi- 
cials in preventing a reoccurrence. 


Colonel Brier has stated that if anyone in this vicinity has 


acquired any sort of ammunition or explosive components as a 
souvenir, and will advise him where il is, lie or some member of 
his slafl will go to the location of any such ammunition and safely 
remove il and no questions will be asked as to how il got there. The 
help of the public in averting such tragedies is urgently requested by 
the local authorities and by Colonel Brier.
